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Hiroyoshi Ohashi* : Photinia serratifolia (Rosaceae) in Taiwan

Photinia serratifolia (Desf.) Kalkman shows a unique differentiation in 
Taiwan, because three taxa closely related to this species have been known 
there and no other regions showing such a diversity of this species are known. 
P. serratifolia was found in Taiwan for the first time by Hayata in 1911. He 
recorded the species as P. serrulata Lindley. Later he described several new 
species of Photinia in Taiwan which include P. ardisiifolia Hayata described 
in 1915, P, lasiopetala Hayata in 1916 and P. daphniphylloides Hayata in 1918. 
These three species were considered by Kanehira (1936) to be related to P. 
serrulata. He recognized these species at the rank of species. Li (1951) 
treated P. daphniphylloides and P. ardisiifolia at the rank of form of P. ser¬ 
rulata and recognized P. lasiopetala as a distinct species. Shimizu (1964) re¬ 
duced P. lasiopetala to a form of P. serrulata. 

Photinia lasiopetala is distinguishable from the other taxa mentioned above 
by the pubescent petals. P. ardisiifolia is very rare in Taiwan and is clearly 
recognized as distinct from P. serratifolia by differences in the shape of leaves. 
But, P. daphniphylloides appears to be included in P. serratifolia. A key to 
the taxa of P. serratifolia in Taiwan and new taxonomic treatments are pro¬ 
posed in this paper. Several literature treated Japanese plants of Photinia ser¬ 
ratifolia are also cited. 

Key to the varieties of Photinia serratifolia 

1. Petals glabrous . 2 

2. Leaves obovate, oblong, elliptic or oblong-ovate, 3-16 cm long, 3-7 cm 
wide, serrate to entire along the margin, rounded, obtuse or cuneate at 

the base.var. serratifolia 

2. Leaves narrowly obovate, 6-10 cm long, 2-3 cm wide, entire along the 

margin, cuneate at the base.var. ardisiifolia (Hayata) Ohashi 

1. Petals pubescent below the middle. Calyces as well as pedicels often pube- 
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scent. Leaves elliptic, 8-15 cm long, 2.5-4 cm wide, serrate along the margin,
